A farm women's organiza- 
tion with local and national 
roots has vowed to help farm- 
ers save their land in the 
Everglades. 

Members of Women 
Involved in Farm Economics, 
or WIFE, a non-profit agri- 
cultural group, say they are 
firmly against the latest gov- 
ernment report by a Science 
Sub Group. 

The report advocates a 
massive sheet flooding of 
farmlands in south Florida to 
improve water quality in the 
Everglades Agricultural 
Area. 

This area involved just 
about anywhere sugar cane, 
citrus, vegetables and cattle’ 
are grown. Several thousand 
homes and businesses would 
be swept away in this experi- 
mental cure. 

The group of farm wives 
and concerned South Florida 
residents met Jan. 7 in 
Clewiston to hear Andy 
Rackley, vice president and 
general manager of the Flori- 
da Sugar Cane League, speak 
on the subject. 

Mr. Rackley observed that 
environmentalists should 
keep out of farm issues.

One recent summer afternoon, in the shady 
backyard of the Zion Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, University of Florida plant pathology 
Professor James Kimbrough kneeled down, took 


out his pocket knife and dug up something dead- . 


ly from the earth. 

Mr. Kimbrough, one of Florida's leading 
mycologists, had unearthed something found in 
many Florida backyards -- a bright yellow 
amanita mushroom, which can kill if eaten in 
large enough amounts. 

"In the case of the amanita, you won't know 
they are poisonous when you're eating them," 
Mr. Kimbrough said, holding the six-inch-tall 
fungus, which to a child could resemble a lol- 
ipop. "People who have mistakenly eaten them 
say жемеуге delicious. Then they realize the next 
day that something's wrong. Of course, it's too 
late to do anything.” 

The usual wet spring and early summer 
weather create the hot and moist conditions in 
which mushrooms proliferate. August weather is 
generally too hot for mushrooms to prospér, but 

T's cooling season increases the mush- 
room populations. 

And while many people consider fungi about 

as appetizing as the dead plant and animal mat- 
ter on which it often grows, others know the 
potential gastronomical delights of some mush- 
rooms. 

"There's a great deal of interest in n mush- 
rooms,” Mr. Kimbrough said. 

Most Americans are only familiar with the 
common salad тизћгоопіз found in most pro- 
duce stores, but there are hundreds of edible 
wild mushrooms considered more delectable. In

Some poisonous mushrooms are not fatal but 
can temporarily cause stomach pains, nausea, 
diarrhea and shortness of breath. 

Some South 
and Central American cultures use the psy- 
choactive varieties of mushrooms to obtain mys- 
tical, religious experiences. Mr, Kimbrough said 
it is those people seeking the altered reality of 
"magic mushrooms” who often eat the wrong 
ones and end up in the hospital.
